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Pp Urposes O the Wlinois State Library 


The Illinois State Library shall: 


1. Maintain a library for State officials and employees of the State, 
especially of informational material pertaining to the phases of their work 
and to provide for them material for general reading and study. 


2. Maintain a Division for acquiring and preserving of the archival 
material of the State, and, offer facilities for the proper use of the said 
material. 


3. Be a supplementary source for reading materials unavailable in the 
local libraries. 


4. Assist local libraries in their plans of cooperation for better work 
and services in their communities and to loan them books and other materials 
in furtherance of this object. 


5. Be ready to help local groups in developing a program by which 
library service can be arranged for in rural communities and rural schools 
now without such service. 


6. Be a clearing house, in an advisory capacity, for questions and prob- 
lems pertaining to the administration and functioning of public and school 
libraries in Illinois.

THE PLACE OF THE LIBRARIAN IN THE COMMUNITY?

WE are and have been living in 
rapidly changing times and libraries 
must change to keep in step and to 
perform their function of promoting 
understanding and an _ enlightened 
attitude toward life. 

To get a background for the con- 
sideration of the situation of libraries 
in the shifting trends of today, it 
should be helpful to recall the 
changes of the past 100 years or so 
in the business and industrial life of 
the nation. 

You can divide the growth of busi- 
ness and industry roughly into four 
or five stages. 

First, there was the inventor and 
builder, the man with new ideas, 
such as Cyrus H. McCormick, who 
invented a machine to replace hand 
methods of harvesting grain. Elias 
Howe, the inventor of the sewing ma- 
chine, was another. He laid the 
foundation for today’s clothing in- 
dustry. 

There was a multitude of others. 
The individual inventor and builder 
could turn out only a small number 
of his machines, usually from a 
blacksmith shop. He was _handi- 
capped by lack of financial means. 
This brought about the— 

Second stage. Here the financier 
was the new and important figure. 
He brought together the funds needed 
for large scale production. He found 
those who would loan money or buy 
stocks, so that factories could be 
built and expanded. Small industries 
grew large and served a wide field of 
usefulness. With them grew power- 
ful figures, captains of industry, 
some of whom were ruthless in their

methods, and _ this about 
the— 

Third stage, or that of government 
regulation to preserve competition. 
Anti-trust laws were enacted and en- 
forced. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission was created to regulate 
railroad rates and capitalization. 

John D. Rockefeller, Sr., was a 
prominent figure in this area. He 
had some trouble with the anti-trust 
laws. 

With the growth of business and 
the preservation of competition came 
the— 

Fourth stage, that of the highly 
competitive struggles for markets 
and the expansion of markets. This 
was the era of the salesman and 
supersalesman and the advertising 
specialist. Advertising became big 
business. 

We still are in the era of aggressive 
salesmanship and competitive mar- 
kets, but are entering a— 

Fifth stage in which business has 
come to recognize its responsibility to 
its employees, its customers and the 
public generally. It is taking the 
role of a servant of the people, or, at 
least, a good neighbor. 

It has come to know that for one 
to prosper long, all must prosper. 
Good will now is sought. The day 
of “the public be damned” long sinc« 
has passed. This is bringing about a 
new type of business activity called 
public relations, a planned effort to 
obtain good will. Nations as well as 
business have adopted the idea. 


brought 


Cyrus H. McCormick was men- 
tioned as an example of the first 
stage. The enterprise he started has 
gone through all the five eras men- 
tioned. He invented the grain reaper 
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in 1831. In the ten years that fol- 
lowed, he made and sold one ma- 
chine, not much of a record for pro- 
duction. 

In 1842 he sold two reapers at $100 
each. In the next year he sold seven. 
Then he went to Chicago and teamed 
up with those who could supply 
capital for manufacturing. Selling 
methods were developed and in time 
a great manufacturing industry was 
built up. 

To digress a moment, we might 
notice that McCormick profited from 
his invention; but, also, so have you 
and I and all the other 140,000,000 
in this country. He made big wheat 
fields possible. We have bread for 
food three times a day. 

In China and India, which have 
lacked McCormicks, there isn’t bread 
or other food three times a day. 
Hand methods of agriculture have 
remained there and starvation has 
been chronic. 

So, I have no quarrel with the fact 
that Cyrus gathered some wealth 
from his invention. His profit was 
small compared with that of his 
homeland and other lands. 

And, incidentally, when last he 
solved his personal housing problem, 
inadvertently, he solved the later 
office housing problem of the Ameri- 
can Library Association.

But to return to the background 
for considering the development of 
the public library, let us recall briefly 
the stages of business development 
mentioned. 

First—The inventor and his black- 
smith shop. 

Second—the financier with the 
funds for large scale manufacturing. 

Third—Government regulation to 
preserve competition. 


Fourth—The highly competitive 


era, with its salesmen, super-salesmen 
and promoters. 
Fifth—The present, with the pub- 
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lic relations specialist becoming in- 
creasingly important. 


While these changes have been go- 
ing on in business, the Public Library 
has grown from a few hundred books 
in a rented room to its present im- 
portance and a permanent place in 
the institutions of a free nation. 


The growth and development in 
the public library field have paral- 
leled, more or less, that of business 
and roughly have covered the same 
period in the history of this country. 


Of course, there have been libraries 
since the time of Nineveh and that 
day, 2,500 years or so before Christ, 
when the Maxims of Ptah Hotep be- 
came the ancient Egyptian equiva- 
lent of a best seller in the Nile 
country. But that is another story. 
What we are concerned with is the 
public library of today. 

And the _ tax-supported public 
library isn’t very old in _ Illinois. 
There are men living who saw its 
beginnings. 

Public library development, as in 
the case of business, can be divided 
into four or five stages. 

In the first stage, instead of the 
inventor, there were those culturally 
ambitious citizens, who organized 
subscription or association libraries, 
where a fee was charged for member- 
ship and members only could use the 
facilities. Lack of funds handicapped 
these libraries, so there came about 
the— 

Second stage, where a sound finan- 
cial basis was sought and found. 
The subscription libraries could not 
sell stocks or bonds to get funds, so 
they went to the lawmaker for help. 

When the legislator was awakened 
to the fact that only an enlightened 
people can be a free people and a 
successfully self-governing people, he« 
saw where the public library fitted 
into the necessities of a free country. 

Laws were made for the creation of 
public libraries and for their support 
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from tax money. In Illinois that was 
done in 1872, only 77 years ago. In 
some of the older states such action 
was taken earlier. So the public 
library was started on a sound finan- 
cial basis. 

The third stage in business was 
government regulation to preserve 
competition. There was no need for 
such action as to libraries; but there 
was an obvious need for their co- 
operation toward a common aim and 
for the adoption of common stand- 
ards and procedure. 

The result was the creation of the 
American Library Association, library 
schools, and later state associations. 
They still carry on and yearly grow 
stronger and more influential. 

The fourth stage, that of ruthless 
competition, came into the life of 
libraries as it did not commer- 
cial enterprise. It has not been 
competition between libraries, but 
competition with libraries by no end 
of commercial and_ entertainment 
organizations for the attention and 
time of the individual; for enough of 
his time by the library to keep him 
an enlightened citizen with well 
balanced judgment. 

In this competition there is the 
radio, the motion picture, the motor 
car with its call to the open road, 
bridge clubs, business enterprises that 
clamor for attention through all sorts 
of ingenious methods; and, lately, we 
have television. 

But in all this confusion of compe- 
tition there remains the age old need 
for the library. Man still needs 
knowledge. He needs access to the 
wisdom of the ages. He needs the 
cultural heritage the past offers. If 
ever the people of the United States 
needed understanding, they need it 
now. 

So, to accomplish its aims, the 
public library has to recognize that 
newer phase of human activity, pub- 
lic relations. At least, the label is 
new. The idea is as old as the Bibli- 
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cal admonition against hiding your 
light under a bushel. 

The library has an obligation to 
maintain its rightful place in today’s 
more or less scrambled way of life. 
When the library accepts and uses 
the taxpayer’s money, it obligates 
itself to return to him an indispens- 
able service, even though it must 
shout at him some to get him to 
realize that fact. It must be more 
aggressive than it was in the days of 
Arthur Meeker’s “Prairie Avenue.” 

The era that Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son characterized with his maxim 
about the man who made a better 
mouse trap and took to the woods, 
while the world beat a path to his 
door, has passed. 

Take your mouse trap shop out 
into the woods today and remain 
silent and see what happens. Wool- 
worth and Kresge will get the mouse 
trap trade and the only person who 
will hunt out your place will be the 
sheriff with a foreclosure notice. 

So, where is the place of the libra- 
rian in these confused, distraught and 
rapidly changing times? 

First, it seems to me that his place 
is in his library until he has made it 
the best source of information, cul- 
ture and understanding reasonably 
possible with the facilities and funds 
permitted him. That is a first obli- 
gation. He must fit the library to the 
community. 

The librarian who can interpret the 
library need of his community and 
meet it has something for which to 
demand _ attention and adequate 
support. 

It isn’t easy to accomplish that in 
these high cost times. The pre-war 
annual cost figure set by the Ameri- 
can Library Association for fairly 
good library service was $1.50 per 
capita of the community served. 
Most of you librarians here today are 
working with less than one dollar per 
capita. The Joliet Public Library 
has between 80 and 90 cents to spend. 
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How are libraries to get adequate 
financial support? There is no trick 
nor magic by which this can be done, 
so far as I have heard. 

In the long run, the sound way, it 
seems to me, is to make the public 
conscious of the fact that the best in 
library service is worth having and 
worth paying for; that it cannot 
afford to have less. When it realizes 
that, it should be willing to meet the 
expense. But it will have to be con- 
vinced that it is getting its money’s 
worth. 

After the librarian has made his 
library the best he can with the re- 
sources available, what next? 

He should take an active part in 
community life. He should do this 
as a good citizen; it will have a pub- 
lic relations value at the same time. 

There are activities essential to 
modern community life that must 
depend upon voluntary support. 

For example, there is no law that 
requires you or me to work for the 
community chest. Yet, if no one 
volunteered for this work, activities 
indispensable to the general welfare 
of the community would wither and 
die of neglect, and the community 
certainly would lose its good standing 
and the pride of its inhabitants in it. 

When you take part in a com- 
munity chest campaign, of course, 
you will be insulted at times by those 
such as you may find in any com- 
munity, who, rather than contribute, 
prefer to make the excuse that they 
believe the whole organization is 
crooked and, after all, doesn’t use the 
money it gathers for the high and 
noble purposes it proclaims. 

When that happens you can swear 
that is your last year for neglecting 
your work and putting in your time 
to be rewarded with insults, but next 
year you will be back in the cam- 
paign ranks and you should be. 

You should be a member of some 
of the active clubs of your com- 
munity. Through them you will be 
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doing some worthy work. And that 
will keep you on the list of those 
willing to do community’ work. 
Usually there are not enough of the 
willing type to go around, so you will 
not lack opportunities. 

Once a year, I even find myself on 
a street corner ringing a bell by a 
Salvation Army kettle for a _ short 
period, because I am a member of a 
club that takes over that activity for 
one day, usually the coldest day of 
the pre-holiday season. 

When you take part in such activi- 
ties, you will be doing your com- 
munity duty as a good citizen. You 
also will be doing public relations 
work for your library; you will be 
widening your acquaintance. You 
will be representing the library 
whether you intend to do so or not, 
and those you meet will tend more to 
look upon you as an approachable 
human being, whose library they 
will be less hesitant about entering. 

The average individual, as a rule, 
prefers to transact business or to seek 
library information or help from 
those he has met or, at least, has 
seen. 

As an illustration, may I recall an 
experience of Senator Richard J. 
Barr of Joliet. He holds the national 
record for long service in a state 
senate. He has been a member of the 
Illinois state senate for 45 years. He 
has had an interesting career. 

In 1896, he was a young man just 
off the farm, with a law school de- 
gree, looking for a place to exercise 
his newly acquired knowledge. He 
found a Joliet law firm willing that 
he occupy a spare office room it had. 
There was a table and a couple of 
chairs in the room and he provided a 
cot on which to sleep at night. He 
had only a small circle of acquaint- 
ances and no clients. 

The free silver question was agitat- 
ing the nation. Young Attorney Bar 
studied it and then went out in th¢ 
campaign that was raging and mad 
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35 speeches in Will county. Each one 
of the meetings at which he spoke 
brought him in at least one client, 
some one with a will to be drawn or 
other legal work to be done. 

Few, or none, of these clients would 
have come to him, he believes, if they 
had not had an opportunity to see 
him and shake hands with him. As 
he analyzes it, people usually take 
their business transactions to some 
one they know, or, at least, have 
seen. 

So, along with keeping your 
library up to par or better and doing 
your duty as a good citizen, you 
should do as much direct public re- 
lations work as you can find the time 
and ingenuity to do. In doing that 
it will help to have a program worked 
out. 

You should, of course, be on good 
terms with your home newspaper, 
and you should be well enough ac- 
quainted with your mayor and city 
council to keep them up-to-date on 
the aims, needs and requirements of 
the library. You should have the 
active heads of the Association of 
Commerce feeling free to call on you 
for what help you can give them. 

You should have the acquaintance 
and confidence of leaders in local 
business, industrial and professional 
life. If you should get some new re- 
port that should be of interest to one 
of them, let him know about it. 
When one of them comes to you, or 
sends his secretary, for information 
you might have or should have, turn 
the place upside down to get it for 
him, and if it is not at hand in your 
library, write to the state library. 

You are dealing with a big tax- 
payer, and when the libraries get the 
big taxpayers interested in them, 
there will be brighter days ahead. 

Make talks before clubs and tell 
them your hopes and ambitions for 
the library. 

Create favorable public sentiment. 
As Lincoln wisely said a long time 
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ago: “With public sentiment noth- 
ing can fail; without it nothing can 
succeed.” 

Newspapers’ generally are _ co- 
operative toward libraries. Keep 
them that way. When you toil over 
an article for the paper and produce 
something very bright and original, 
and it comes out in the paper badly 
mutilated, just smile and keep the 
paper’s good will. The paper has its 
own ideas about what it wants to 
publish and they will not always be 
the same as yours. You need the 
paper’s help. It doesn’t particularly 
need anything from you. 


Let the paper know when you have 
something you believe newsworthy 
and then be content to let the paper 
use its own judgment. It will do that 
anyway. 

In Joliet, we found the daily paper 
quite co-operative in helping us to 
adopt microfilm for the preservation 
of our newspaper files. And a micro- 
film reader and a supply of film are 
good public relations vehicles. By 
the arrangement we have, the news- 
paper pays for the mast negative, the 
major film cost, and gets a positive 
film of its own. 

We get a positive film printed off 
the negative and we pay for it. 
Without that arrangement the ex- 
pense would have been too great for 
the library. We bought and paid for 
the Recordak reader we have. The 
newspaper has no reader, as yet. 

Before we were able to get delivery 
on the reader, we accumulated sev- 
eral films, including one of the Joliet 
paper for 1861 and 1862, showing 
local participation in the Civil War. 
Incidentally we have home town 
papers from 1846 to date. 


When the microfilm reader came, 
we sent out formal invitations, not 
overlooking business men, naturally, 
and had a satisfactory all-afternoon 
demonstration party, exhibiting our 
new gadget. That brought us much 
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favorable comment and credit along 
the line of being up-to-date. 

Newsworthy events in a library do 
not happen with regularity, and the 
lapses of time between them often are 
longer than you would prefer. 

We have found one way of getting 
the name of the library in the paper 
each week. That is through a ques- 
tion and answer feature, dealing with 
local history, and appearing each 
Sunday morning on the editorial 
page. A paragraph at the top of the 
column announces that questions on 
local history sent in by readers will 
be answered by the reference depart- 
ment of the library. 

I have not tried to outline a public 
relations program, but rather to in- 
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dicate that it is something the libra- 
rian should not overlook in consider- 
ing his place in the community. 

Public relations work, recognized 
as such, still is young and in the de- 
veloping stage. 

A program of public. relations 
should have a place in the librarian’s 
plans. In this and his other efforts 
to make the library what it should 
be, he will have some disappoint- 
ments and even failures at times; but 
in the words of Carl Schurz: 

“Ideals are like stars; you will not 
succeed in touching them with your 
hands. But, like the seafaring man 
on the desert of waters, you choose 
them as your guides, and following 
them you will reach your destiny.”

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“THE LIBRARIAN IN THE COMMUNITY’* 
By B. E. Gumt+t 


Recent ty, a man high in the esti- 
mation of librarians the country over 
made two observations: (1) “It is 
always good to have someone who 
doesn’t know anything about libra- 
ries talk to librarians.” (2) ‘“Capri- 
cious criticism is easier than con- 
structive suggestion.” 

Many libraries frighten more than 
a child. Some of them alarm and 
annoy me. The librarian is the key 
to the success or failure of libraries in 
adult education. 

What is the library for? It exists 
primarily for the dissemination of 
significant ideas, whether expressed 
in terms of truth or beauty. Beyond 
mere provision of books, the library 
has the obligation to encourage their 
use. Because ideas are more impor- 
tant than the form in which they are 
presented, libraries are justified in 
going beyond books in their services. 
They have instigated forums, discus- 
sion groups, and community councils, 
all to the end of fostering understand- 
ing of local, national, and interna- 
tional problems and of solving prob- 
lems on the local community level. 

To be effective the service pro- 
grams of libraries must grow out of 
an understanding of the community 
served. This goes beyond such obvi- 
ous considerations as racial compo- 
sition and economic levels to more 
complex factors such as cultural tra- 
ditions and the community’s formal 
and informal organization. 

Social institutions rise only in re- 
sponse to social demand, a demand 
that springs from necessity. We can- 
not name a é_ single institution — 
schools, parks, police and fire de- 
partments, government itself — that 
has not developed to perform certain

definite functions. 

Every individual has the right to 
ask: What has the library for me? 
Many are befuddled and confused 
about what they believe, where the 
world is going and what it is all 
about. Help them and now. 

The librarian, as an individual, has 
a personal responsibility to the pub- 
lic. She should affiliate herself with 
her community. Often she will need 
and expect library service from the 
public. She places herself in a 
favorable position to request and ac- 
cept this service if she, in turn, elim- 
inates any tendency to remain incon- 
spicuous in her own little niche, and 
freely offers herself for other public 
services that may benefit the com- 
munity. A “gimme” librarian is not 
too popular. She should plan to give 
if she expects to receive. 

A library that is inviting, comfort- 
able, and homelike in appearance and 
atmosphere attracts users. 

Careful consideration should be 
given to the way a_ borrower is 
treated. The borrower of a library 
has a better idea of the personality 
of the librarian than the librarian has 
of the borrower. 

In an army hospital 814 patients 
were asked things they liked to do 
best. There were 75 activities listed 
but reading was in first place—3:1. 
Even in a list of 142 hobbies reading 
was in third place, exceeded only by 
photography and wood work. 

Public Relations is the means of 
creating favorable opinions, attitudes 
and desires. It can accomplish 
enormous good. Problems need solv- 
ing by groups, planning and sharing 
ideas. Interpretation is very im- 
portant. 

Most important thing any of us 
wear is our personality. We always 
have it. It can’t be turned off and on.

FUTURE HOOSIER SCHOOL LIBRARIAN

Tue familiar question, “Do you 
have something I can do?” is heard 
many times a day by the busy school 
librarian as she goes about her tasks. 
Who asks the question? Yes, stu- 
dent assistants. The school librarian 
realizes that pupil assistance is an 
intricate part of the library program. 
She is not only relieved of many 
routine duties but she realizes that 
the student assistant acquires “valu- 
able work experience, which results in 
individual growth and development 
along educational, vocational and 
social lines.” It gives an opportunity 
to gain a position of prestige or just 
satisfaction gained from self improve- 
ment. It has been said over and 
over again by school librarians that 
if it were nat for assistance by stu- 
dents they should never be able to 
complete the tremendous amount of 
work accomplished in the library. 
The study made by Catherine S. 
Blanchard, Central High School, 
Omaha, Nebraska, revealed that in a 
questionnaire sent to 24 states, 265 
librarians reported using 5,413 stu- 
dent assistants, performing more than 
90 different tasks. The annual re- 
ports of the Indiana School Library 
Director revealed that out of 89% of 





the schools reporting nearly 4,000 
pupils assisted in the library.

Now is this not a fertile field for 
organizing a state association? Too 
often a high percentage of the schools 
have totally ignored the _ service 
rendered by student librarians in 
spite of the fact that the latter give a 
great deal of voluntary time, and 
render services which not only are 
essential, but actually save money for 
the institution, and free the profes- 
sional librarian from clerical and 
routine work. 

In Indiana we felt that a real need 
existed for a state association of stu- 
dent librarians, a real service to the 
schools and to the profession as well 
as to the students. Through common 
interest they hoped to interchange 
experiences and ideas and to broaden 
their knowledge of library work in 
order to consider it as a career. We 
considered it a wonderful source of 
recruitment. 

Since the inception of the Indiana 
School Librarians Association there 
has been a Student Assistants Com- 
mittee, with Margaret Griffin, Mish- 
awaka High School, Mishawaka, 
Ind., Chairman, working on problems 
concerning library service by stu- 
dents and some plan to further a 
state assistants association. 


ORGANIZING A STUDENT ASSISTANTS 
ASSOCIATION 


Not knowing how student libra- 
rians would accept a state association 
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an invitation was extended to them 
to attend the annual meeting of the 
Indiana School Librarians Associa- 
tion, at Terre Haute, Ind., April, 
1949. Eighty-four students came 
from all parts of the state. A pro- 
gram consisting of registration by 
local students, and animated talks by 
a Special, School, College, and Public 
librarian was planned _ separately 
from the librarians’ program. Both 
librarians and students attended the 
luncheon, having Marguerite Henry 
as the speaker. After the luncheon a 
students’ organization meeting was 
held. Representatives were chosen to 
act as a planning group to work out 
details with the members of the 
I. S. L. A. Student Assistants Com- 
mittee and the four Vice-presidents 
of our Indiana State Teachers Asso- 
ciation library groups that are a part 
of the I. S. L. A. Council. 


In May, the representatives met 
and elected officers pro tem, consist- 
ing of President, Vice-president, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer and _ Publicity 
Chairman; they discussed organiza- 
tion and its possibilities and adopted 
a tentative constitution. Shortly 
after this meeting, news was collected 
for a _ publication called THE 
HOOSIER HARBINGER and be- 
came in reality immediately under 
the able pupil editor. 


A THRILLING EXPERIENCE 


On December 3-4, 1949, an invita- 
tion was accepted to hold a con- 
ference at Indiana University. This 
invitation was issued by Margaret I. 
Rufsvold, Associate Professor of Li- 
brary Science. The purpose of this 
conference was to get the machinery 
of formal organization set up and in 
motion. Maysel Baker, Librarian, 
University School, Bloomington, and 
Margaret Griffin, acted as advisory 
chairmen to the student planning 


group. One hundred student assist- 
ants came to Bloomington to partici- 
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pate in the conference! 

The afternoon of December 3, was 
taken up by registration, tours of the 
campus and libraries and a “coke” 
party conducted by the Library Sci- 
ence Club of I. U. That evening it 
was thrilling, indeed, to attend the 
conference dinner with the student 
chairman presiding, introduce Re- 
becca Caudill who delighted her 
audience of students and librarians 
with her charm and informality. 

The organization meeting was held 
on Sunday morning, December 4. At 
this meeting, conducted by the Presi- 
dent pro tem, the constitution was 


read, amended, approved and 
adopted. The constitution having 
the following objectives: 1. To in- 


crease pupil interest and participa- 
tion in library work; 2. To promote 
friendship among librarians and stu- 
dent librarians throughout the state; 
3. To attract good pupil assistants 
and to arouse interest in librarianship 
as a profession.

We school librarians in Indiana 
are very proud of our student libra- 
rians and feel compensated for all 
our work and time expended. We 
wish the same kind of thrill, success 
and happiness to other states who 
are considering organizing a_ stat¢ 
association for students. Many 
tributes should be paid to the many 
hard-working school librarians and 
tcacher-librarians and especially to 
our State Director of School Librarics. 


THE FUTURE? 


Who knows what the future holds 
for us? Why not start thinking 
about a national association of stu- 
dent librarians? It seems that the 
time has come to consider such a 
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plan. An article has appeared in the 
October, 1949, issue of Wilson Li- 
brary Bulletin on this subject. In 
this article the author, Richard Bar- 
rett Lowe, says, “The general pur- 
poses of the National Association of 
High School Student Librarians 
would be to promote higher stand- 
ards in the high school libraries, to 
increase efficiency in their perform- 
ance of library duties, and to encour- 
age the application of the best library 
procedures and practices.”

THE ELBERT H. GARY LIBRARY OF LAW, 
NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY AND ITS FOREIGN 
AND INTERNATIONAL LAW SECTIONS

The Foundations: 


Tue history of the Elbert H. Gary 
Library of Northwestern University 
Law School is closely connected with 
two outstanding citizens of Illinois, 
Judge Elbert H. Gary (1846-1927) 
and Dean John H. Wigmore (1863- 
1943). 

Elbert H. Gary, the son of an early 
Chicago settler and one of the early 
graduates of the Law School (1867), 
left a successful law practice in Chi- 
cago to become an outstanding figure 
in the whole American steel industry. 
He was instrumental in organizing 
the United States Steel Corporation 
in 1901 and was later its Chairman of 
the Board and President of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute 
which he had founded in 1909. His 
gifts to Northwestern University 
made possible the purchase of most 
of the original collections of the Law 
Library. In 1925 Judge Gary gave 
the money for the attractive building 
on the Chicago Lake Shore Campus 
adjoining Levy Mayer Hall, the 
home of the Law School. He also 
provided an endowment fund for the 
acquisition and care of books. 

The merit for the wide range of the 
collections which have made the EI-

bert H. Gary Library one of the lead- 
ing law libraries in this country 
should go to the late Dean John H. 
Wigmore, internationally recognized 
as one of the outstanding scholars in 
the entire history of American law. 
His far-flung interests are best char- 
acterized by some of his works: 
“Select Essays on Anglo-American 
Legal History” (1907), “Panorama of 
the World’s Legal Systems” (1928), 
“A Guide to American International 
Law and Practice” (1943), “Law and 
Justice in Tokugawa Japan” (1941) 
and the monumental “Treatise on 
Evidence” (1904, 3d edition 1940), 
one of the outstanding works in the 
whole field of Anglo-American law. 
Dean Wigmore visited all parts of 
the world and since his interests were 
always devoted to the strengthening 
of the library resources he acquired 
works from all parts of the globe. 


PRINCIPAL INTEREST OF THE LIBRARY 


As a library of an American law 
school the primary interests of the 
Library are naturally centered in the« 
field of Anglo-American law. It in 


cludes substantially all the court re- 
ports of the United States, its indi- 
vidual states and territories, Great 
Britain and the more important parts 
of the British Commonwealth, their 
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statutes and _ session laws, their 
digests, encyclopedias, cases, treatises 
and bibliographies and every current 
legal periodical of general interest 
printed in the English language. 

A law library is in a much more 
real sense than any other college or 
special library the working labora- 
tory of the student and of the man in 
practice. Northwestern emphasized 
this function through the develop- 
ment of its curriculum which relies 
heavily on the library resources. 


AN OUTSTANDING RESEARCH LIBRARY 


Elbert H. Gary Library now has 
more than 140,000 volumes. It ranks 
among the six largest law school li- 
braries in the United States and is 
the largest law library in the Chicago 
area. Thanks to Dean Wigmore’s 
endeavors, and reflecting his broad 
scholarship, the Library is however 
not only a first-class working collec- 
tion of Anglo-American law, but also 
one of the outstanding legal research 
libraries in the country. This fact is 
expressed in the collection on foreign 
and international law, on legal his- 
tory and in the special collections on 
criminology and police science, on 
aeronautics, air law and commerce. 
These latter collections with impor- 
tant holdings in both the Anglo- 
American and foreign fields have 
been largely developed for the service 
of the “Journal of Criminal Law and 
Criminology” and the “Journal of 
Air Law and Commerce” which in 
addition to the “Illinois Law Review” 
are published by Northwestern Uni- 
versity Law School. 


THE FOREIGN AND INTERNATIONAL 
LAW SECTIONS 


The Foreign and International Law 
Sections have recently received spe- 
cial consideration. Northwestern has 


always had the largest and most im- 
portant collection of foreign law in 
But, largely be- 


the Chicago area. 
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cause of the inadequacy of the book 
fund and the aftermath of the De- 
pression, the development of the col- 
lection had been for some years seri- 
ously curtailed. It was not until the 
present Law Librarian, Professor 
William R. Roalfe, assumed his posi- 
tion in 1946, that the rehabilitation 
of the foreign law collection and the 
enlargement of the international law 
collection and of the resources of the 
Library generally was seriously un- 
dertaken. In respect to foreign law 
the participation of Northwestern in 
the Library of Congress Cooperative 
Purchasing Project has contributed 
to the program. It brought to the 
Law Library about 2,000 volumes on 
German, French, Italian, Dutch and 
Belgian law. The rehabilitation pro- 
gram has been primarily made pos- 
sible through the recent establish- 
ment by the Northwestern University 
Law Alumni Association of the John 
Henry Wigmore Library Fund. 


FOREIGN MARKETS REQUIRE FOREIGN 
LAW KNOWLEDGE 


In the “Annual Report of the Li- 
brarian for 1948” the foreign 
law collections are designated as “an 
obvious field of concentration.” In 
this connection the Report makes the 
interesting observation “that a sub- 
stantial proportion of the American 
goods that are shipped to foreign 
markets originate in the Chicago 
area” and points to the fact that 
probably because the foreign law 
library resources of New York are far 
more adequate than those of Chicago, 
most of the legal work involved is 
handled in that city. A continuous 
demand upon the Library for assist- 
ance in dealing with questions in 
volving foreign interests indicates the 
growing demand in Chicago. 


THE FOREIGN COLLECTION 


The foreign law collection now 
numbers approximately 45,000 vol- 
umes. One hundred seventy-four 
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foreign periodicals, official gazettes 
and other serial publications from 34 
countries are currently received. 
Many of these publications involve 
exchanges with the three above 
named journals published by North- 
western University Law School. Such 
exchanges now include 92 institutions 
in 29 foreign countries, and others 
are under consideration. Among 
them are almost all European coun- 
tries, including the three Western 
and the Soviet zones of occupation in 
Germany, Poland, Greece, many 
Latin-American nations and _ such 
countries as Egypt, Turkey, China 
and Japan. More than fifty peri- 
odicals which had been discontinued 
in the Depression have been brought 
up to date and a number of older 
periodicals have been newly acquired. 
Great Britain and the British Com- 
monwealth as belonging to the Anglo- 
American legal system are not in 
cluded in these figures. 


SOME NOTEWORTHY FOREIGN HOLDINGS 


The whole is a very representative 
collection of the laws of nearly every 
modern country in the world, includ- 
ing the codes, published reports, 
journals, and an extensive selection 
of treatises and German dissertations. 
These collections are augmented by 
adequate and valuable collections on 
Comparative, Primitive, Ancient, 
Roman, Jewish, Mohammedan, Me- 
dieval and Canon Law and by an 
outstanding collection of Legal His- 
tory. All important medieval writers 
are represented, many in sixteenth 
and seventeenth century Folio and 
some in Incunabula editions. The 
collections of German, Swiss, Span- 
ish, Italian, Dutch and Scandinavian 
law sources and of German works on 
the modern Roman Law (Pandek- 
tenrecht) are excellent and_ the 
collection of the regional French 


Customary Laws (Coutumes) is out- 
standing. 





ILLINOIS LIBRARIES 


A large gift of nearly 1,000 volumes 
by Mr. Joseph L. Shaw (Law ’03) 
recently brought to the Library the 
George W. Shaw Collection, consist- 
ing for the most part of books on 
Roman, Medieval, French and Ger- 
man law and including a number of 
excellently preserved Folio editions. 

Russia is well represented, par- 
ticularly with regard to Imperial laws 
and reports and there is also a selec- 
tion of treatises and laws of the 
Soviet period. Dean Wigmore, who 
from 1889 to 1892 was Professor of 
Anglo-American Law at Keio Uni- 
versity, Tokyo, and repeatedly re- 
turned to Japan, laid very early the 
foundation for the Japanese collec- 
tion which comprises large sets of 
collected laws and reports and a large 
number of treatises. It is continu- 
ously being enlarged. Through an 
extensive exchange agreement with 
one of the Japanese national libraries 
the Elbert H. Gary Library is cur- 
rently receiving nearly all Japanese 
legal periodicals, reports and repre- 
sentative treatises. A similar ex- 
change agreement has been estab- 
lished with a Chinese University 
library which eventually is expected 
to bring to the Library comprehensive 
materials to supplement our already 
representative Chinese collection. 

For Latin America the Theodor S. 
Chapman and Robert O. Farrell Col- 
lections of Mexican law are supple- 
mented by comprehensive collections 
of the other countries. In addition to 
the most recent codes and the more 
important treatises the official gazet- 
tes (Diarios) are required because 
they are the only publications where 
currently enacted laws can be found. 
The Library is now currently receiv- 
ing the Diarios of twelve Latin Amer- 
ican nations. An effort is also being - 
made to fill certain gaps in the hold- 
ings of codes and reports. 

The principal aim is to have a good 
working collection comprising the 
latest available codes of the con- 
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temporary jurisdictions in the worid, 
supported by reports, a wide range 
of periodicals and a _ selection of 
treatises for the more important 
countries. The Library is_ keenly 
aware of its responsibility to serve 
not only current demands but to 
build for the future. 


THE INTERNATIONAL LAW COLLECTION 


The international law collection 
now numbers more than 10,000 vol- 
umes. Whereas the foreign collec- 
tion serves mainly the practitioner 
and the research scholar, the collec- 
tion of international law serves the 
student as well as the researcher for 
International Law has long been an 
integral part of the curriculum of the 
Law School. The Library has the 
documents of the international or- 
ganizations, e.g. League of Nations, 
United Nations, their Agencies, the 
international courts and arbitration 
tribunals, the International Labor 
Office, the treaty series and official 
diplomatic documents, a collection of 
the publications of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace, the 
important periodicals from all parts 
of the world, and digests, monographs 
and treatises. The collection is con- 
stantly being strengthened and 
rounded out through acquisitions of 
new publications and of older works 
not already acquired. It is supple- 
mented by related collections in the 
other libraries of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, particularly in Deering Li- 
brary in Evanston. 


REFERENCE SERVICES 


There is a steady growth in the 
demand for the reference service of 
the Library and of the Foreign and 
International Law Sections. The Li- 


brary serves primarily the Faculty 
and the student body of the Law 
School, but users from other schools 
of the University, alumni and per- 
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sons not connected with the Univer- 
sity are also frequently served. The 
use of the foreign law collection by 
practitioners has considerably in- 
creased. The reference service by 
telephone, correspondence and _ per- 
sonal consultation covers as wide and 
varied a field as the collections 
permit. 


For example, a scholar wanted in- 
formation on the laws for surgeons 
decreed by King Louis XIV of 
France, and students applied for as- 
sistance in working on French diplo- 
matic documents and on the Corfu 
Channel case before the International 
Court of Justice. A member of the 
Faculty is currently interested in the 
civil procedure codes of every juris- 
diction. There have been inquiries 
concerning the Imperial Russian 
Code of Civil Procedure, the struc- 
ture of the Japanese court system, 
common law marriages and bigamy 
laws in Mexico, the current restitu- 
tion laws in Germany, Swedish im- 
migration laws, Spanish contracts, 
comparative negligence, Colombian 
labor laws, Czecho Slovakian probate 
law, liquor laws in Venezuela, corpo- 
ration laws in Brazil, the French 
Penal Code, the Roman law of sales, 
the Constitution of Bolivia, Swiss 
obligation laws, taxation laws in 
Cuba, the first Prussian city ordi- 
nances, the ancient Icelandic law 
codes, the Commercial Code of Ar- 
gentina, the codification of Turkish 
law, Chinese commercial law, Aus- 
trian marriage laws, Dutch and 
Italian inheritance laws. 

A number of inquiries have been 
transferred to the Library from the 
other law libraries in the Chicago 
area. Nearly all reference problems 
have been answered through the re- 
sources of the Library and in other 
cases the necessary information with 
regard to the location of the materials 
could be supplied. 
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ADDITIONAL SERVICES 


Some other services have recently 
been added to the Library program. 
Beginning with the July-August, 
1949, issue of the “Journal of Crim- 
inal Law and Criminology” the Li- 
bary has contributed a_ current 
bibliographical Check List of impor- 
tant articles in foreign periodicals 
dealing with the field of criminology. 
This list is being compiled by the 
author of this article and reprints in 
a limited number are available from 
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the Library. Photostat copies of ma- 
terials listed in this Check List are 
being furnished to interested readers 
at cost. 

The monthly mimeographed Bul- 
letin of the Library “Current Legal 
Publications” has since October, 
1948, included a supplementary list 
of foreign legal publications recently 
received by the Library. Comments 
from law librarians from _ various 
parts of the country indicate that this 
list is of considerable usefulness and 
interest.

T HE SECOND EDITION of “A List of Periodicals in the Special Libraries in the 
Chicago Area” has been compiled during the year 1949 with the volunteer 
assistance of members of the Illinois Chapter of the Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation. It is being published through ILLINOIS LIBRARIES during the 
spring of 1950. The list is intended as a local supplement to the “Union 
List of Serials,” published by the H. W. Wilson Company. Libraries whose 
holdings are given in the latter publication have been excluded from the local 
list. 
In using this list, the following limitations should be noted: 


(1) No attempt has been made to list all holdings of any cooperating 
library. The holdings were supplied to the committee at the direction of the 
libraries and without explicit instructions as to what to include. 


(2) Editorial decisions in eliminating certain broad classifications of 
material were made by the committee, augmented by specialists in various 
fields. Accordingly, the following types of periodicals have been excluded: 
professional library journals, indexes, and popular magazines; all parts of 
services considered pamphlets; all internal house-organs; news bulletins of 
fraternal, political, social, or technical organizations; and all but a few federal, 
international, foreign, state, and municipal government publications. There 
will probably be inconsistencies within the categories resulting from un- 
familiarity on the part of the committee with a given publication. Sins of 
omission and commission, a normal by-product of a task performed after 
regular working hours, should be brought to the attention of the Chapter for 
consideration and correction in any later edition. 


(3) Where a library’s holdings were extremely scattered and limited 
almost exclusively to its own field, it was considered better to expect users to 
contact that library for information rather than for specific issues of a 
periodical. Users with such specialized needs are referred to the membership 


list of the Illinois Chapter for names of libraries in the desired fields. 
(4) Special libraries are not static and are subject to housecleaning 
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without notice. Since this second edition is current as of the spring of 1949, 
the tool should be considered as the key rather than as the cupboard. 

(5) The H. W. Wilson “Union List” has been used as authority for all 
entries where possible. Considerable care has been taken to gather holdings 
under the most recent title of a publication, provided volume numbering 
continues. If the volume number reverts to “one” under a new title, holdings 
will be found under old and new titles with cross-references to guide users 
through the changes. 

Grateful acknowledgment is due to all contributing libraries; to the 
many members of SLA in Chicago who have given their time so generously 
to the work of compilation; to The First National Bank of Chicago and the 
Library of the Medical Sciences of the University of Illinois for facilities and 
staff time; and to Miss Helene H. Rogers for arranging for the publica- 
tion of the list.

TWO INFLUENTIAL TRANSPORTATION SYSTEMS 
IN OPERATION 


The portage between Lake Michigan and the Illinois river was recognized 
as a major trade route from the days of the earliest French missionaries and 
Indian traders. Nathaniel Pope, Illinois Territorial Delegate to Congress 
argued in favor of including the shore line of Lake Michigan within the 
boundaries of the new State of Illinois, stating that if this were done the State 
would undoubtedly build a canal. Furthermore, he argued, perhaps that 
canal which would serve to bind the agricultural west with its port at New 
Orleans might become a major factor in preserving the Union. 

The Illinois and Michigan canal, completed in 1848, became an instant 
commercial success. The variety of products carried on the canal is illus- 
trated by the cargo of the “General Thornton” which left LaSalle for Chicago 
on May 13, 1848: shot, lard, barley, cotton, bees wax, furs, flour, molasses, 
hemp, broom corn, soap, furniture, sugar and wheat. 

The first steam railroad operating in Illinois was the Northern Cross rail- 
road, built and operated by the State. It ran between Meredosia and Spring- 
field, and is now a part of the main line of the Wabash railroad. As shown 
by this way bill dated September 25, 1841, the trains were mixed freight and 
passenger. A similar list of articles carried on each round trip for the first 
year of operation is in the State Archives. 
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CAREERS OPENED TO ILLINOIS WOMEN 


The Governor denied a Notary Public Commission to Myra Bradwell of 
Chicago because, as a married woman, she could not properly execute the 
bond required. A little later, in 1869, although she had passed the State bar 
examination, the Illinois Supreme Court denied her a license to practice law 
for the same reason, and the United States Supreme Court upheld the State 
Court. Although Mrs. Bradwell found an outlet for her own professional 
knowledge in the Chicago Legal News of which she was founder and pub- 
lisher, she devoted much time to making it possible for other women to have 
careers. 


In 1869 she secured the passage of “An Act in relation to the earnings of 
married women” which provided that “a married woman shall be entitled to 
receive and possess her own earnings, and sue for the same in her own name, 
free from interference of her husband or his creditors.”” She was also largely 
instrumental in getting the opening wedge for woman suffrage in Illinois, the 
1874 act which authorized women to vote in school elections and to hold 
school offices. 


In 1872, “An Act to secure all persons freedom in the selection of an 
occupation, profession or employment” was passed, also under her sponsor- 
ship. This law provides that “No person shall be precluded or debarred from 
any occupation, profession or employment (except military) on account of 
sex: Provided, that this act shall not be construed to affect the eligibility of 
any person to an elective office . . . |nor| as requiring any female to work 
on streets or roads, or serve on juries.”” Disqualification of women as jurors 
was not removed until 1939.

What's News in Library Service 





The Fifteenth Annual Conference 
(formerly Institute) of the Graduate 
Library School of the University of 
Chicago will be held July 24-29 on 
the subject of “Bibliographic Organi- 
zation.” 

The acceleration of publications in 
all fields has made it increasingly 
difficult for the librarian to meet the 
needs of scholar, technician, and gen- 
eral public. Better means of quick 
and accurate access to _ printed 
records of all kinds are needed. The 
conference will attempt to clarify 
current thought on the problems of 
bibliographical organizations, which 
have recently received the attention 
of many agencies — public and pri- 
vate, national and _ international. 
Three major aspects will be consid- 
ered: (1) the historical and philo- 
sophical background dealing with 
the functions, methods, and organiza- 
tion of bibliographical services; (2) 
current developments in both think- 
ing and practice; (3) future trends in 
the field. 

Already there is some evidence to 
support the belief that new tech- 
niques may render obsolete tradi- 
tional library practices and tools. 
Although the functions of reference 
workers, classifiers and catalogers 
will be most immediately affected, in 
the long run the net effect should be 
improved accessibility of library ma- 
terials for the general public. Be- 
cause the librarian is in the best po- 
sition to observe the total flow of 
graphic communication and to ana- 
lyze the relation between reader and 
reading materials, he can make 
further contributions to the develop- 


ment of the methods and organiza- 
tion of bibliographical services. 

The topics to be covered during the 
Conference will include the special 
functions of bibliographic devices; 
the historical development of new 
types as literature changes and 
grows; the adequacy of existing 
services in the various subject fields, 
with special attention to _ specific 
problems in a few selected areas; the 
role of classification in the newer 
types of bibliographic devices; and 
the development of electronic and 
other machines, with their possible 
uses. 

Because of the importance of this 
subject for future library planning 
and development, the program 
should be of interest to library ad- 
ministrators, to subject and func- 
tional department heads and assist- 
ants, and to special librarians, as well 
as to those engaged in research in the 
various subject fields.

The activities planned for the ob- 
servance emphasize important factors 
in the growth of youth, including 
citizenship training, education, recre- 
ation, occupational guidance, home 
life, religious education, health and 
safety, tolerance and understanding 
among nations and peoples, and 
membership in boys’ and girls’ or- 
ganizations. Plaques will again be 
awarded to those communities spon- 
soring the best Boys and Girls Week 
observances in the United States and 
Canada. 

Suggested daily programs for the 
week include Citizenship Day, April 
29; Day in Churches, April 30; 
Health and Safety Day, May 1; Day 
in Schools, May 2; United Nations 
Day, May 3; Careers Day, May 4; 
Family Day, May 5; Day of Recre- 
ation, May 6.

Ten, fifteen and twenty years from 
now, the speeches of today’s leading 
college debaters will be front page 
news. They will be reported as de- 
livered in Congress, in famous legal 
decisions, in social service work, on 
educational problems, from pulpits 
and in attack of, or defense of, the 
then welfare state. 

This fact is incontrovertible, to- 
morrow’s leaders are today laying the 
groundwork of their destiny. This is 
one of several reasons why the 35th 
edition of the University Debaters’ 
Annual: 1948-1949 (347 pages, $2.50, 
H. W. Wilson Co., New York 52) is 
a collection well worth studying. It’s 
a verbatim report of seven traditional 
intercollegiate debates, plus one 
symposium-discussion, and one ex- 
perimental type of cross-question de- 
bate featuring direct participation by 
the audience. 

The subjects under discussion are 
another reason why the book is note- 
worthy. Briefly, the propositions dis- 
cussed are: Aid to Education; Direct 
Election; Taft-Hartley; Planned 
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Economy; Outlawing Communism; 
War with Russia; Marshall Plan; 
America and the Pacific; and Federal 
World Government. These are all 
current, important problems whose 
solution, or lack of solution, will have 
great effect on the next generation. 

This new collection is edited by 
Miss Ruth Ulman and each debate 
includes briefs and a comprehensive 
bibliography. 

Intercollegiate debating doesn’t 
command the newspaper space de- 
voted to a football game. There are 
no big-time debate reporters as there 
are sports reporters. Yet, in a few 
years when the names of today’s 
gridiron heroes are forgotten, we will 
be reading of the successes of today’s 
better collegiate debaters. 

Quite frequently they come from 
the less publicized colleges. As wit- 
ness Miss Ulman’s well selected 
sources for her latest volume. The 
colleges and universities represented 
are: Wabash College vs. Earlham 
College; Manhattanville College vs. 
Iona College; University of Michigan 
vs. University of Pittsburgh; Willa- 
mette University vs. University of 
Redlands; New York University vs. 
Barnard College; University of Texas 
vs. University of Oklahoma; Univer- 
sity of Alabama (symposium-discus- 
sion); University of Hawaii vs. Uni- 
versity of Missouri; and University 
of Maine vs. University of New 
Brunswick. 

After reading the pro and con 
arguments, a reader can profitably 
close his book with the knowledge 
that it can be referred to later with 
the statement that “I read him first 
when...”
